Gross’ pioneer technique has been 
modernized by M. Edmond Locard, 


Technique, yon, France. Locard 
once was asked to discover eviden- 
ces of the guilt of some suspected 
counterfeiters. He apptied a special 
vacuum cleaner to their ciothing 
and found highly incriminating dusts 
—tin, antimony and iead, the very 


suspected individuats were unable 
to explain the simultaneous presence 
cf these threa metais, anc their 
became  painfui 
when Locard pointed out that the 
proportion of the three metals 
found on their clothing was. the 
as that im the counterfeit 
money they were accusec of mak- 
ing! 

A bomb containimg cellulose ni- 
trate was picked up outside a state 
building in Marseilles. Communists 
were suspected {and severe were 
rounded up for questioning. Evidence 
pointed to one of them in particular 

-a fellow with a shock of thick 
black hair. Taking a gallon of pure 
alcohol Locard washed this man’s 
head, and drained the liquid off into 
a clean glass container. He then 
permitted the alcohol to evaporate 
and in the sediment at the bottom 
of the dish he found thick Geposits 
of cellulose nitrate the chief in- 
gredient of guncotton! Further in- 
vestigation disclosed that the sus_ 
pect was the chief bomb maker for 
the ‘“‘party’’. 

It is practically impossible to 
touch anything without contaminat- 
ing our fingernails. The  confec. 
tioner's nails yield up sugar no mat- 
ter how often he washes his hands; 
the glazier can never quite get the 
putty out of his nails. These occupa- 
tional residues are always helpful} 
in siftimg clues, simce one of the 
questions that the investigator must 
answer is, ‘‘Does this man earn his!

The characteristic dust adhering 


to valuable mink pelts was enough 
to trap a notorious fur thief when 
Locard applied the “dust test’” to 
his fingernails. This test also lo- 
cated the murderer of an infant 
poisoned by arsenic. It was proved 
that the guilty person was the 
mcther of the child, who had rubbea 
the child's’ gums with her finger 
tips to adminster arsenic concealed 
under her fingernails. 

In the auditory canal of the ear, 
dust mixes ‘with eanwax, which is 
constantly present even after a 
scrupulously careful toilet. Everyone 
who has lived in a dusty environ- 
ment preserves the imprint of that 
environment in his auditory canal 
for a long time. Laborers who have! 
worked in coalyards, retain carbon 
aceous dust in their earwax a year 
after they have severed connections 
with the coal industry. In 92 cases

It happens in many crimihal cases 
that successive layers of dust and 
mud are found on the sole’ of. the 
shoe, each cf which hag its own 
| significance. The investigator care- 
fully . scrapes off ithe superficial 
layer into a clean receptacle; the 
second and all succeeding layers are 
similarly removed into separate 
containers and a “stratigraphic” 
study of the man’s whereabouts for 
the past few days is obtained. A 
German investigator named Harder 
once examined the shoes of a man 
suspected of robbing a telegraph 
office situated in a marshy meadow. 
This examination disclosed the pres- | 
ence of certain algae or micrescopic | 
plants which grow only in such 
marshy territory. | 

Thus, while not omniscient. crimi- |; 
fologists of. the “dust-analysis! 
school” can, with properly ced, 
tized. technique, often detect or con- 
vict many a criminal. | 

A way to test the quality of wot | 
fee is to put a spoonful in a giass | 
of cold water and add a few drops | 
of lemon juice.

the world’s crops. | 

A larger quantity of it is consumed 
than of any other foodstuff with the 
single exception of potatoes. In pre- 
historic times wheat was cultivated 
throughout Europe and was one of 
the most valuable cereals of ancient 
Persia, Greece and Dgypt. 

It has always been prized for the 
high quality bread which it pro-; 
duces—whenever it is possible }20- 
ple turn from foods made from ryv, | 
barley and oats to bread made from | 
wheat. | 

It is grown in almost every coun 
try in the world. the only parts from 
which it is absent being the hot, low_ | 
lying regions of the tropics; Siam, 
however, being the one notable large 
country where no wheat is produced. 

Its cultivation is simple and vw -s 
adapted to more varying soils and | 
climatic conditions than any other 
food plant known. 

It has’ ripened as far north as 
Skibotten in Nonway and is culti- 
vated around Archangel on wie: 
White Sea and in Verkhoyansk in 
Siberia within the Arctic circle. It

FREDING PULLETS FOR 
EGG PRODUCTION 

Different methods of feeding pul- 
lets have given satisfactory results 
and each individual must decide for 
himself just what plan will be fol- 
lowed. Most poultrymen prefer to 
simplify the feeding methods as 
mutch as possible and if the neces- 
sary feeds are supplied, there seems 
to be no necessity of following prac- 
tices involving extra labour, such as 
feeding a moist mash. In fact better 
results may be obtained by the dry 
feed system unless one has consider~ 
able experience in feeding pullets. 

Pullets should be in good condition 
when they are put in the laying 
house and they should be fed s0 a8 
to slightly increase their body weight 
during the first few months after 
beginning egg production. If body 
weight decreases, due to presence of 
|colds, faulty feeding or any other 
cause, a partial moult is likely to 
occur and production will be affected 
for a considerable time.

The mash mixture at this Station 
consists of 100 pounds each of 
grourd oats, middlings, bran and 
corn meal, 25 pounds each of fish 
meal and meat scrap, 15 pounds bone 
meal, 5 poundseach of charcoal and 
fine salt; during fall and winter 
months. 10 pounds of cod liver oil. 
If sour skim milk or buttermilk is 
available, it makes an_ excellent 
supplement to this ration and un- 
less very heavy egig production is 
desired, the amount of fish meal and 
meat scrap may be reduced when 
milk is fed.

CHOCOLAITE— 
(FOOD OF THE GODS) 

A fanciful description you think? 
But it’s the literal translation of the 
name given by a great naturalist to 
the cacao tree, which produces choi- 
olate beans. 

‘What a help to you homemakers 
of modern cooking chocolate is— 
with each one-ounce square neatly 
divided for instant use! And what a 
gay deceiver is that rich, smooth 
chocolate flavor with its power to 
hide, gracefully, the economies of 
simple dishes and transform them 
into apparent extravagances! 

Here are some familiar favorites 
over which chocolate weaves its 
magic spell—-to the joy of any fam- 
ily: 

Chocolate Macaroonrs 
egg whites 
cup sugar 
teaspoon salt 
teaspoon vanilla 
squares unsweetened chocolate 

melted 
1% cups shredded coconut 
Beat egg whites until foamy 
throughout; add sugar, 2 tablespoons 
at a time, beating afiter each addi- 
tion until sugar is blended. Then 
continue beating until mixture will 
stand in peaks. Add salt and vanilla. 
Fold in chocolate; then cocomut. 
Drop from teaspoon on ungreased 
heavy paper. Bake in slow oven 
(325 degrees F.) 20 minutes, or un- 
til done. Cool 5 minutes before re- 
moving from paper. Makes 2 dozen

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, s2lt, and sugar and 
sift again. Combine egg yolks and 
milk; add to flour mixture, beating 
until smooth. Combine butter and 
chocolate; add to batter and blend.
